T h e F irs t F lo o rs o f H o u se s In C in c in n a ti 
a r e F lo o d e d . 
Cin c in n a t i, M arch 24th.—T his m orning the 
Ohio river m easured 56 feet 10 inches and is 
rising two inches an hour. 
W ith no more rain 
a sixty-foot rise of the river seems evitable, but 
th e outlook for m ore rain puts a most serious 
aspect on the state of affairs. 
l ’be most active work is in progress to rem ove 
goods 
j the river front. Cellars are already 
vacateu, and the first floors iu m any houses will 
soon be invaded by the flood. In 1SS3 the river 
reached 66 feet 4 inches, aud in 1884, the highest 
flood ever k: nvn, m easured 71 feet. 
Many fam ilies in tenem ent houses and cot­ 
tages along the river front w ill be com pelled to 
go into upper stories or vacate their quarters 
entirely. The railroads have been com pelled 
to abandon the C entral Union depot and to es­ 
tablish tem porary depots, l h e Mill Creek val­ 
ley is again a lake, and for the second tim e 
gardeners find spring work destroyed by water. 
The railroad lreight traffic is greatly Inter­ 
rupted. and on some roads m ust cease to-day 
w ithin the city lim its. 
Covington aud Xew]>ort are out off from the 
city as far as strcet-car traffic is concerned. The 
ferries are also obliged to stop because they can­ 
not lind landing points. 
Y’esterday two m en aud a boy were drowned 
back of Covington by the capsizing of a skiff. 
To-night apprehensions of a serious flood have 
been dispelled. 
Reports from all uoints up the 
river are to the eflect th at it is stationary or tail­ 
ing, and the sam e is true of all its northern 
tributaries as well as tbe K entucky river. 
If tnere is no heavy rain iu the Ohio valley 
w ithin forty-eight hours, the river w ill not rise 
beyond sixty feet. 
Along the w ater front in this city the base­ 
m ents are flooded and the first floors of some of 
the stores. The 
m erchants 
generally have 
hauled th eir goods away to places of safely, and 
little fear ol dam age is entertained. 
The factories on W ater and Front streets have 
had to suspend tem porarily. All navigation is 
stopped by the high w ater aud sw ift current. 
Several coal fleets are laid up and some o f the 
coal barges have been sunk in collision w ith 
bridge piers. 
ALONG THE MISSISSIPPI. 


N e w Op.l e a n s , M arch 2lth.—Advices from 
various points along the Mississippi to-night 
show there has been no serious increase in any 
of th e levee breaks, but at the sam e tim e there 
is not m uch headw ay being m ade tow ard clos­ 
ing them . W ater continues to pour through the 
Offuts aud Raleigh breaks iuto the Mississippi 
and N orthern Louisiana, and all the land iu 
th at vicinity is badly flooded. 
Most all of the 
people, however, have been able to move the 
jarger part of th eir belongings to places of 
safety. 
At A rkansas City the river is rising again to­ 
night and pouring down on the town rapidly 
from the Sappington break. The railw ays are 
so iar the greatest sufferers. 
IN WEST VIRGINIA. 
W h e e l in g (W. Ya.), M arch 24th.—The river 
cam e to a stand this afternoon. Some of the 
stores on the low lands are flooded but no great 
loss is occasioned.

This orange cu lti­ 
vator writes th a t two dam aging frosts have 
occurred, the second being m uch worse th an 
the first. 
The old hum m ock groves look as though fire 
h a i been turough them . All the trees will lose 
their leaves. Some of the wood on the old trees 
is killed. On some of the trees w here I picked 
a box or m ore of oranges th e oark is split trom 
the top to the bottom. 
I have bandaged a good 
m any, but do not know how they w ill com e out. 
All the young trees in a num ber of orchards 
are killed outright. Some have been out five 
years and m any were arge. I had 799 tine bud­ 
ded nursery trees killed outright last Monday 
m orning. 
It is estim ated thai th e dam age to 
young trees in the State by the frost w ill am ount 
to 81,000,C09. It is not thought old-tearing trees 
are injured sufficiency to affect next year’s 
crop 
But the eflect of the frost w il be felt in 
later years, when th e young trees now killed 
would have come in I(raring. All growing vege 
tables were killed as far south iu th e s.ate as 
Rock Ledge.

McConkey, the m urderer, was badly de­ 
pressed over m oney m atters. His lease o f the 
W indsor Hotel had alm ost expired, aud there 
was no hope of renew ing the same. 
Added to 
this, his discovery of his wife's infidelity ren ­ 
dered him alm ost frantic. 
Last night he did not sleep, and com ing down 
stairs early this m orning he loaded a W inches­ 
ter rifle and waited for Gresham. 
The latter arrived about 7 o'clock for I reak- 
fas. aud started 
tow ards Mrs. 
McConkey'* 
study. 
McConkey then stepped from behind the desk 
aud raising the gun tired tw o shots oue of them 
taking effect, passing through the fleshy part of 
G resham 's left arm and through both lungs 
Gresham staggered into the studio and pulled a 
pistol, which he cocked, but he fell before tir­ 
ing and lived only a few m iuutes. 
McConkey placed the rifle to his left breast 
and leaning over pulled the trigger, tbe bullet 
passing through his heart aud entering the ceil­ 
ing above. 
Great confusion was created in the hotel, 
w hich w as soon filled w ith eager spectators 
The Coroner was notified and an inquest held. 
The following letter was taken from McCoukey’s 
body, explaining partly 
the 
cause of the 
trag ed y : 
R e d l a n d s , Monday, March 24th. 
Darling Wife, Babies, Clam and Mary. Mother 
and Father: My heart is all torn an d crushed.

can’t go through life Dow. 
I am so sorry I did

for you now. 
Look well to the raising of the 
poor babies. In the little black cash box in the 
saie will be found some papers th a t w ill be of 
benefit to you and Clara.

In Gresham ’s pockets were found the follow­ 
ing letters, which is the kevnote of the affair 
and presum ably w ritten by Mrs. McConkey: 
“ It is with cheeks of flame aud a great load 
upon my heart th at 1 begin this letter. I 
scarcely know how to com m ence, but I feel 
th a t it m ust be done. Oh, Mr. Gresham, the 
knowledge has come to me th at you are uot 
m oral, aud the blow nearly k 11 m e Io n whom 
I thought so pure, so truly noble, it seems as if I 
could uot stand it. It is dreadful to have o u t's 
idol shattered without a m om ent's warning. 
Is 
it possible that there is 110 such thing as a virtu­ 
ous man ? I begin to th in k so 
My face burns 
w ith sham e and indignation w hen I th in k of 
you being in the society of those wretched be- 
iDgs who ca 1 them selves women, and then 
come to m e w ith fond sm iles for the kisses that 
you know come from a pure aud loving heart.

LET THE TRUSTEES 
STAND UP AND 
BE FIRM. 


The m atter of the im provem ent by ex­ 
tension of grade of L street has been laid 
over one week, in order to give the T rus­ 
tees and property-owners tim e to settle 
upon some equitable basis of agreement 
relative to the division of the cost between 
th e city at large and the property-owners. 
T his is all well enough in this particular 
case.

week, and any further putting oil' of the 
m atter, let the people and the city officials 
now clearly understand, means serious 
menace to tiie highest interests of Sacra­ 
mento. 
There is no use in m aking any conceal­ 
m ents in this m atter. 
Sacram ento must 
decide, and that right speedily, w ithin the 
next week indeed, w hether she is going to 
get up out of the mud, or by dallying lie 
down in the wallow. 
F or as she decides 
so she will rem ain. 
There is a sentim ent 
abroad th at bodes no good to this city, and 
it is among our own ;>eople; 
to wit, that 
these improvements m ust be made, or 
trade, industry, capital and desirable resi­ 
dents will depart. 
It is simply, flatly, 
undeniably shameful 
th at 
we 
should 
so dally with this question of city im ­ 
provem ent as we have done. 
It is as cer­ 
tain as th at the sun rises and sets that the 
class of people who are hesitating and 
doubting about “expense” will find their 
values go down with a “ jump,” unless they 
now and at once testify to their faith in 
the town by improving the means of get­ 
ting about, and into and out of it. 
As we have frequently said in these 
columns, the center of trade, industry anil 
population are now determining in Cali­ 
fornia, and the places will secure the ad­ 
vantage permanently that secure it within 
the present, that is to say, within the next 
year or two. 
We have, therefore, simply 
self-interest to conseive in promoting the 
improvements of our highways. If we do 
not do it, population and business will go 
where ordinary conveniences of that kind 
are to be had, for human nature is much 
the same the world over, and accommo­ 
dates itself to its comfort when it can. 
The Trustees are invested by the law, in 
this matter of street improvements, with 
certain discretionary power. They are to 
determine if the city at large, because 
benefited at large, shall bear any of the 
expense of street improvement. 
If they 
decide íd the affirmative, they are to de­ 
termine what is a just porportion of the 
cost for it to bear. 
We are of the opinion 
that a sum equal to the cost of construct­ 
ing the intersections is a fair and justifia­ 
ble distribution of the burden to put upon 
the city at large, because that has been 
done in the past, and it met with universal 
favor. Hut whatever the equitable divis­ 
ion, let it be uniform. 
It must be alike to 
all—not fish to one and fowl to another. 
Let the Trustees now fix upon a policy and 
adhere to it. The instant that is deter­ 
mined the people will go on with the im­ 
provements. 
It is uncertainty and delay, 
hesitating policies and inequality that dis­ 
courage the people and cripple progress. 
When the law invested the Trustees 
with discretion in this matter, it was not 
intended that there should he inter[>osed 
mere individual whims, nor that the stub­ 
born 
resolution of personal 
prejudice 
should control. These gentlemen are sworn 
officials, and their discretion must be 
official discretion, and that must be deter­ 
mined by calm judicial measure of otlicial 
judgment as to what will best conserve the 
highest interests of all the people and 
prompt the greatest prosperity of the mu­ 
nicipality, even if in reaching that conclu­ 
sion personal prejudices should be encoun­ 
tered, and if there should arise the neces­ 
sity for using the credit of the city because 
of the present incapacity of tiie city 
finances. 
We have confidence in the three gentle­ 
men in power that they will so act; that 
that they will not allow personal predelic- 
tions to interfere with a right sense of 
official duty. 
We believe they are devoted 
to the interests of the city ; that their 
horizon of view is not limited to tiie pres­ 
ent, but is sufficiently extended to take in 
the future and the outlook for the city 
under a lilteral and broad-minded adminis­ 
tration. 
We look to the Trustees, there­ 
fore, to stand up and lie firm ; to resolve 
speedily ution a policy uniform in ojicra- 
tion and inevitable; to stand to it against 
all odds, and not to be moved by the 
whims, the doubts and the fancies that may 
appeal to them.

“ PROGRESS” 
IS TRE WORD. 


THE CITIZENS' STREET GRADING COM­ 
PANY ORGANIZED. 


It Starts With a Capital or Nearly $25,­ 
000—Names of the stockhold­ 
er!—Relief in Sight. 


After a vigorous agitation of a few 
m onths it begins to look as if this city was 
about to be 
afforded relief from 
the 
wretched condition of its public streets. 
The heavy raiu3 of the pss: wimer made 
apparent the fact th at unless som ething 
was done to improve and make passable 
the thoroughfares of this city during the 
winter m onths serious injury m ust result 
to the business and all other material inter­ 
ests of Sacramento. It also became appa­ 
rent that property-owners were being sys­ 
tem atically robbed by street contractors, 
and the project was conceived of organizing 
a citizens’ grading company, that would 
contract to im prove the streets on a broad 
scale and at cost, or nearly so. 
After several consultations between citi­ 
zens this project was consummated last 
evening, when a well attended meeting was 
held at the Court-house of those inter­ 
ested in the formation of the proposed 
company. The meeting was called to order 
by D. A Lindlsv, who explained its pur­ 
pose. H e stated that B. Leonard, the Sec­ 
retary, had a report from the Committee 
on Incorporation, which he would read.; 
Mr. Leonard read the report, which 
stated that stock to the am ount of $22 550 
had been subscribed. The report also sug­ 
gested the m anner in which the stockhold­ 
ers should proceed to organize. 
Secretary Leonard then real the list of 
subscribers to the capital slock of the com­ 
pany, as follows:

The Chair appointed as the committee, 
E. I. Robinson. C. A. Luhrs, J. O Coleman, 
J. M. Milliken and V. S. McClatcby. 
The committee retired, and on their re­ 
turn reported the names of the ioilowing 
persons from which to select those of the 
seven Directors; A. S. Hopkins, S S. Holl, 
C. A. Luhrs, D. A. Lindley, S. P. Sm ith, J. 
0 Coleman, E. J Crolv, Sparrow Sm ith, 
W. A. Briggs and John Blair. 
Several of the gentlemen reported asked 
to be allowed to withdraw their names.

W hile the committee was out, the Chair 
called upon Mr. Sm ith, the representative 
of a bitum inous rock company, who was 
present, to address the meeting on the 
merits of that material for street paving. 
He explained the difference between the 
several kinds of bitum inous materials in 
use and the durability of each. The rock 
which the gentleman exhibited is mined in 
Ventura county, and he claimed that it 
contained none of the qualities that pass 
away by evaporation. It required, he said, 
220° Fahrenheit to soften it, while some 
other kinds of bitum inous rock softened 
at 70°. 
The meeting then adjourned.

W a rm D e b a te a t «lie lr u * te e » ' M e e tin g 
O v e r s tr e e t M a tte rs . 
There was a lively discussion on street 
matters yesterday before the City Trustees. 
It was precipitated by Judge H. O. Beatty 
presenting a rem onstrance on behalf of 
certain L-street property-owners against the 
im provem ent of that thoroughfare beyond 
Fifteenth street at this tim e. Judge Beatty 
said that what tbe protesiants wanted was 
faimesr. They desired that the work be 
postponed so that they might enjoy w hat­ 
ever benefits were to be derived from the 
organization of the new street-grading cint- 
pany. 
It was believed that it would do 
street work cheaper and better than had 
been done by regular contractors, and 
strictly in accordance with the specifica­ 
tions. 
His clients so believed, at ail 
events, and were anxious that the new 
company have an opportunity to bid for 
the work. Every person with whom he 
had talked on tne subject believed the city 
should do all the graveliug of streets, leav­ 
ing individual property-owners to do the 
rest—the grading, curbing, etc. This, he 
said, was the universal sentim ent, but it 
was desired that tbe m atter be discussed, to 
tbe end tbat an understanding m ight be 
arrived at as to what portion the city should 
pay for. 
Mr. Beatty then read to the Board the 
amendm ent to the Vroontan Act passed at 
the last Legislature, as follows; 
•Section 26. The c ity Council m ay, in its dis­ 
cretion, order th at the whole or any part ot the 
cost and expenses of any of the w ork m en­ 
tioned in this Act be paid out of tbe treasury of 
the m uuiclptU ty from such funds as tee Coun­ 
cil m ay designate. 
T he Superintendent of 
Streets • * * « shat! assess the n m siu d e r ot 
said cost and expenses prop irtioaateiy upon 
the tots, parts of lots, and lands fronting on the 
streets w here such work w as none, or liable to 
be assessed for such work, and in the m anner 
heretofore provided. 
“ If any law could be made plainer than 
this.” continued Mr. Beatty. “ I would like 
to know it.” 
I: had been said that tie was 
mistaken in saying that the city bad * ver 
paid a ponion of m e expense ot improving 
streeis. 
This assertion, he coubi prove, 
was absurdly erroneous. "In 1861-5 I w»s 
the owner,” said he, "of several blocks be­ 
tween K end L, Twentieth and Twenty- 
fifth stree's. 
I was then practicing law in 
Nevada and residing in Virginia City. 
I 
saw a notice iu a Sacramento pap»r tbat 
the Trustees had res>!v»d to gravel K street 
out to Thirty-first. 
I knew that if they as­ 
ee-sed the cost on the lo s along the line ot 
the sweet it would am ount virtually to 
tbeir confiscation in m any instances 
I 
therefore dropped my business in Virginia 
Oitv and hurried over here to see about it. 
W hen I got here 1 went at once to see 
Mayor Swilt and he informed me that I 
lid 1 been needlessly iCarnted—tha- the 
wh .!e expense of tire graveling was to be 
' paid by the cry . Dot by tbe property ow n­ 
; ers along tbe line of im provem ent. I h»!d 
: a portion of those loi* and blocks for 
twelve or fourteen years afterward, and 
j never was called on to pay one cent t ir 
1 graveling on K stree . 
I know. too. that 
the gravei was renew td oa that street fur 


many years, and I never had to pay for 
any portion of it. 
"A bout tbat time (or perhaps a year or 
two later), the city graveled J street, arid 
although I owned no lots fronting on J. J 
was well acquainted with people who lived 
’ on that street, and would certain 
have 
heard of it if there bad been any ro*sess- 
raent for graveling, but I never did. Beside 
J and K streets, I know of no other street 
having been graveled beyond Fifteenth 
street.” 
Trustee McLaughlin—‘ W hy have you 
waited till now? 
W hy have you not 
brought up before this Board this am end­ 
m ent to the street law ?" 
Judge Beatty (sharply)—“Because I am 
not the guardian of the members of this 
B oard! 
It’s your business to know the 
law !” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“Then, whv do 
you come here with it at this tim e?” 
Judge Beatty—"Because I am the attor­ 
ney for people who are interested—whose 
rights are menaced by c rtain proposed ac­ 
tion by this Board. Í have a right here, 
the same as in any court of justice, to 
represent taxpayers.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“Yes. but if you 
knew so much about the law, you should 
not have let the Board go wrong.” 
Judge Beatty—“I did not feel at liberty 
to come here and advise the members of 
this Board as to the course they should 
pursue until I became an interested party. 
Had I done so, I suppose you would have 
told me to go about my business and wait 
till I was asked. W hat we ask now is that 
this m atter of im proving L street be laid 
over a short tim e until we can see what is 
best to be done, or w hat the city may de 
cide to do as to meeting a part of the ex­ 
pense.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“ We are going on 
in our own way, and if we do wrong you 
can stop us.” 
Judge Beatty—“You are not all the 
Board.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“ Well, I am one 
of them , and have considerable to say.” 
Judge Beatty then said that if the city 
would agree to do part of the work it would 
be only right to let the m atter rest awhile, 
and let the Trustees and people discuss the 
question and if possible come to terms. He 
a id his clients had been bulldozed, bat 
they did not w ant to be forced to obstruct 
tbe im provem ent of L street. 
Turning 
to McLaughlin again, the Judge said; 
“ W hen you, Mr. McLaughlin, shall have 
done one-half as m uch for this city as 1 
have done, then you may talk. Y our in ­ 
terests lie where the most votes are. 
I am 
80 years old. and my- record shows that I 
have labored long for the Ínteres's of Sac­ 
ram ento. And my clients are liberal, rea­ 
sonable citizens. They are willing to do 
w hat is right, but there is a point beyond 
which patience ceases to be a virtue. 
The 
law is plain that you’ve no right to go ahead 
iu the face of cur rem onstrance.” 
As Judge Beatty paused for breath. C. L. 
W hite approached and addressed the Board. 
He said he did not appear as attorney for 
any one, but as a property-owner. 
It was 
desired to have I street improved, and he 
and others were afraid the Board might 
take some action in the L-street matter 
that would prevent the carrying out of their 
desires regarding I street. They wanted 
the latter improved either by covering it 
with bitum inous rock or gravel. It had in 
former years been found difficult to deter­ 
m ine to just what extent the city should be 
liable for the cost of street im provem ent 
Then the Yrootuan Act was passed, and 
last year the Legislature amended it, as 
Judge Beatty had read, so that now the 
city can pay for aDy portion of street work 
out of any tund—e7en the one uader J tidge 
Beatty’s control, the bond fond 
The pres­ 
ent City Attorney had filed an opinion wi'b 
the Board to the etfect tb at the city couid 
not do this. This was a mistake, as there 
could be nothing plainer than the fact that 
the city has tbe right to pay for such por­ 
tion of the work as the Trustees may stc 
fit to order. 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“Can we take the 
money out of any fund ?” 
Mr. White—“ Yes, sir, any fund; th at’s 
what the law says.” 
Trustee M cLaughlin—“ Well, then, I'm 
willing to take it out of the bond tund.” 
Trustee Wolf—"Then, I’m with you.” 
Mr. W hite—“So far as L street is con­ 
cerned, we hope to see it improved, and 
think you should allowsom eportion of the 
expense, say one-fourth or one-fifth. 
I f 
the Board would adopt some such rule 
then the property owners on 
different 
streets would vie’ with each other in the 
m atter of street im provem ent.” 
Judge Beatty (excitedly)—"You said the 
Board could use money in the bond fund. 
They can no more tase money out of the 
bond fund than they can steal it out of D. 
O. Mill’s bank. Ours is not a city fund— 
the city hasn’t put any money into it.” 
Mr. W hite—"No liberal bondholder has 
done it; the city lias given it to y, u,” 
Judge Beaty—"The city hasn’t paid a 
cent of that money in ten years. 
It came 
irom Mr. Meyer and other bondnolders.” 
Mr. W hite—“ Well, the city can pay one- 
fourth or one fifth of the cost of street 
work. It cannot pay for the intersections 
exclusively, but its portion of Lhe cost of a 
whole block, wnich would am ount, how ­ 
ever, to about the same thing. 
Every well- 
informed person is aware that improved 
streets are of more im portance to the city 
at large than to the individual owners 
fronting on any particular street. The 
graveling of I street would be of little 
practical value to the property-owners, but 
we are willing to pay our share of the ex­ 
pense and let the city profit by it. 
It is a 
business proposition, and we want the 
Hoard to come to an understanding as to 
what extent it will assist. There should b? 
three or lour streets improved out to the 
city limits, and this could be done for about 
$20,000. 
If the L street people are so self­ 
ish as to want all their work done by the 
city, then let the city help tbe l-street peo­ 
ple and thote of Ñ stree;, by giving them 
one-fourth of the expense. 
Then we’ll 
have these streets graded out to the limits 
of the city. But don’t give it ali to L street 
and leave us out in the cold.” 
Trustee McLaughlin said the city had 
levied her taxes and there would be no 
money with which to pay for street work 
on such a scale. 
D. A. Lindley here joined in the discus­ 
sion and took occasion to rem ark that the 
citv had the right to issue certificates of in- 
d eb tem isi to the extent of $20,0(0. and 
that from $15.000 to $2J,000 would do all 
that was necessary. 
T rustee Wol! said the Hoard had no 
right to issue oonus without subm itting the 
question to a vote of tbe people. 
Mr. Lindley replied that he had the as­ 
surance of em inent lawyers that the T rus­ 
tees ba 1 'h e right. 
Judge Beatty said tbe city he»l no right 
to go in debt one dollar. 
The Trustees 
had levied the taxes for the year and can­ 
eo: now make another levy. 
C. A. Luhrs wanted to know if the peo­ 
ple could not do the worx and the city pay­ 
back the money later on. 
Judge Beatty replied that the city could 
not legally do so. H e then went on to 
say that the Funded Debt Commission 
could not help the Trustees by loaning its 
money to ibera. H e >a d, Lo ■ ever, that 
such a lean could be effected on oonds 
voted by the people, and the Commission 
could in that way help to the exteut of say 
$50.00d, but the members of the Commis­ 
sion did not propose lo o n im u a felony, 
es had been suggested. 
Mayor Comstock suggested that the fur­ 
ther consideration of the subject be post­ 
poned and the m ailer retened to Street 
Commissioner McLaughlin. 
This brought Judge Beatty again to the 
front. 
He said ae was opposed to leaving 
anything to Mr. M cLaughlin. 
Trustee Wolf, however, moved that the 
m att-r go over one week, and that it be re­ 
ferred to the Street Commissioner, and it 
was so ordered. 
As Judge Beatty was about to retire, 
Trustee McLaughlin addresstd hitu, sav­ 
ing : 
"Judge Beatty, you said awhile ago that 
my interests lav where the most votes 
were, didn’t yon? ’ 
Judge Beatty, in a slow and deliberate 
manner, answered: 
“ Yes; som ething of 
tha' sort.” 
“ Didn’t you.-’ spok» up the Trustee, 
“once i tier to give me 500 votes when I was 
a candidate for office, i: I would agree to 
vole a certain way? ' 
"Yes, 1 did,” prom ptly replied the Judge, 
“ but you went back on your word, and 
the votes were given to vour opponent, 
Mr. Ryan.” 
' 
At this solly there was a burst of ap­ 
plause and laughter in the crowded lobby. 
Judge Beatty then .urueii around and 
explained, in a voice loud enough for all to 
hear, the incident alluded to, in this m an­ 
n e r; 
"It recurred when Mr. McLanehlin 
first ran for Second Trustee azatnst John 
Ryan. There was then pending bef re 
the Supreme Court a suit which 
in ­ 
volved 
the question 
of 
the cot s'itu- 
t onalitv 
cf 
the 
law 
creating the 
F u n d 'd Debt. Commission, and there was 
an element in tbis corum unity that seemed 
to have a motive in crippiu g or destroying 
the Com mission. Some 2.X) ot tbe leading 
merchants an I business men of the city", 
I who were anxious that tbe Commission 
i s muid be upheld in its g >od work, notifiei 
1 me inat they would secure 560 votes for 
i whichever tandidate would piedgs himself 
I to stand by the Commissi n, if elected. 
I 
; inteiviewed Mr. McLaughlin on tire sub­ 


ject, and he agreed to uphold the Commis­ 
sion (if elected) in consideration of his re 
eeiving the 500 votes. 
But the ci'izm s 
thought there should be a written pledge to 
that effect, and I tried to find McLaughlin 
(. rtave him sign it, bur he dodged m j , and 
; ; ‘-tight htm only a day or two before the 
eV -tion. Then tie would not pledge him ­ 
self, verbally or otherwise, but wanted to 
leave the impression tbat lie was all right 
on the proposition. This was not satis­ 
factory to the citiz us whom I represented 
in the matter, and as Mr. Ryan gave us 
strong verbal assurances that he was a 
friend to the Commission, and would up­ 
hold it, we gave him our voles and influ­ 
ence, and he was elected. T hat’s how the 
thing occurred, and that's why Mr. Mc­ 
Laughlin is so sore over it.” 


JUDGE BEATTY AND TH E AUDITOR.

The Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
reported that last week 23,053,000 gallons 
of water were pumped, the Holly pum p 
running sixty-one hours and the Stevens 
pum p eight hours. 
A petition was received, signed by prop- 
erty-owners on L street, from Fifteenth to 
Twenty-eighth, rem onstrating against the 
grading of the street. 
Laid over one week. 
The following bonds were received and 
approved: 
Bond of Fire Commissioner 
W illiam Beckman in the sum of $20,000, 
w ith David Johnston, J. L. H untoon, A. L. 
H art and John W att as sureties; bond of 
Fire Commissioner M. Howard in the sum 
of $2Q,000, with W illiam Mitchell. Lee 
Stanley, Phil Herzog and Michael Fav as 
sureties bond of City Attorney E. C. H art 
in the sum of $20 000, with C. C. Brown, H. 
A. H ornlein, George Newman and Peter 
Newm an as bondsmen. 
A petition was received asking that the 
proposed im provem ent and grading of O 
street, from T enth to Twenty-first, be post­ 
poned until the new street im provem ent 
com pany shall be organized and ready for 
business. The names of the signers to the 
etilion were read, and D. A. Lindley, who 
appened to be present, rem arked that if 
the property-owners were so anxious that 
the new company should start in business, 
they had better sign .their nam es and 
become members. H e had noticed only 
two nam es of persons on the petition who 
had taken any interest in the m atter of 
forming the proposed company for the im ­ 
provem ent of the streets. 
The petition was ordered on file. 
Bids were then opened for improving O 
street, from Tenth to Twenty-first. The 
contractors subm itting bids were P. A. Mil­ 
ler, H . C. Ewing and Bassett & Touhey. 
The uwarding of the contract was deferred 
until next Monday. The lowest bid was 
that of H . C. Ewing, which was as follows: 
Scraper work, 10 cents per cubic yard; ex­ 
cavations, 10 cents: gravel, $1 20 per yard; 
curbing, 13 cents per foot; round corners, 
$2 80 each; paving, 11 cents per square 
foot; cross walks, 72 cents per lineal foot; 
culverts and aprons. $28 per 1,000 feet; 
catch-basins, $35 each; 6 inch pipe, 50 cents 
per lineal foot. 
Bids for grading the alley in the blocks 
bounded by Second and Third, L and M 
streets, and J and K, Fifth and Sixth streets, 
were opened, and the awarding of the con­ 
tract laid over one week. 
There were two bids on the Mayor’s table 
for furnishing coal for the W ater Works. 
Trusttee McLaughlin moved that they be 
not opened for one week, and that the' ad­ 
vertisem ent be continued in the papers, in 
order that more bids might be received.

Andy Woodson, charged with rape, was 
the next. 
He was not ready, though, aud 
his second trial went over until one week 
from to-day. The case of the people vs. Ah 
Let was aiso postponed. 
John D. Everly, who was captured at 
lone recently with a horse and buggy 
w hich he had stolen at Florin, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of grand larceny. The 
Court sentenced him to two years' im ­ 
prisonm ent in San Quentin. 
Charles Freeman, the man who is sus­

of

M ark Feely recently at Antelope, by 
drowning him in a barrel, was also in 
Court 
fur arraignm ent. 
His attorney, 
Charles N. Tost, was not ready, however, 
so the trial went over until to-day, when 
Freem an will enter his plea. 
The case of J. H . Pike, charged with 
grand larceny, was then called, ami Pike, 
who is an aged and decrepit individual, 
who has been in jail before for petty of­ 
fenses, announced him self as ready. A 
jury was impaneled and the witnesses 
called. 
It was shown conclusively that in 
December last Pike stole twenty boxes of 
cigars and some bottles of wine from the 
saloon of J. 1!. Atwood. The jury, how­ 
ever, did not think the ofiense amounted 
to grand larceny, and so found him guilty 
of petty larceny, besides finding that his 
previous record must also be considered by 
the Judge in passing sentence. Pike will 
receive his sentence on Thursday next. 
Thomas Summers, the desperate indi­ 
vidual who had to be brought hack from 
Missouri for trial for forgery a1 tbe city’s 
expense, was not ready to plead, so his case 
went over until to-day.

But, he says, the money was 
paid, as the indorsed w arrant shows, but 
that because K endall failed to pnter it upon 
his own book the jury found in his favor. 
Mr. Dunn says be wiii appeal the case.

Governor W aterm an commuted the sen­ 
tence yesterday of W illiam Oberst from 
ten to seven years. Oberst was convicted 
of manslaughter in San Francisco in No­ 
vember, 1887, and sentenced to ten years’ 
im prisonm ent.

"A fter a careful exam ination of the affi­ 
davits made and filed in this case, 1 am of 
the opinion that the sentence is rather 
severe, and as Oberst is old and somewhat 
enfeebled, and cannot iu all possibility live 
to serve out his term of imprisonment, I 
feel constrained to grant him the clemency 
for which he prays.”

THIS YEAR’S FRUIT CROP. 


IT CAN BE CARRIED EAST AT LOWER 
FREIGHT RATES. 


P resid en t P la tt, o f th e F ru it U nion, Se­ 


cu res a G ratifyin g R ed u ctio n from 


th e R ailroad C om p anies. 


P. E. Platt, General Manager of the fruit- 
shipping firm of W . R. Strong Company, 
and President of the California F ru it 
Union, has just returned from San Diego 
where he went for the special purpose of at­ 
tending the meeting of the W estern Traffic 
Association, which met at Coronado, the 
object being, if possible, to get a reduction 
in the rate of freight on oranges, but more 
especially on deciduous fruits, such as are 
shipped in vast quantities during the sum ­ 
m er from Sacramento. Mr. E. T. Earl and 
other fruit-shippers were present also at 
the meeting. 
Mr. Platt, on being interviewed yester­ 
day, stated that the result of this meeting 
would be found to be of very considerable 
benefit to the northern section of California, 
as im portant concessions had been made. 
This convention of railroad m en em ­ 
braced delegates from every railroad west 
of the Missouri river, and Eeveral lines run­ 
ning into Chicago, and Mr. Platt had thus 
a favorable opportunity to present the 
claims of Northern California, of which 
Sacramento is the chief fruit-shipping cea- 
ter, in a thorough aud practical m anner to 
the liDes most directly interested. It is 
sometimes claimed that the Southern Pa­ 
cific road alone is responsible for the rates 
of freight going East, bnt this is not so, as 
Mr. Platt found to his entire satisfaction. 
U nder the rules of the W estern Traffic 
Association a single vote against a change 
in rates is sufficient to prevent the change 
being made. Hence it became necessary 
that all the lines in iuterest should thor­ 
oughly understand the necessities of the 
traffic, and be in harm ony with the pro­ 
posed change as far as possible. 
Among other men with whom confer­ 
ence was held were Messrs. Stubbs, Gray 
and Sm urr of the Southern Pacific ; Messrs. 
Mellon and Eccles of the Union Pacific, 
and representatives from several lines east 
of Council Bluffs. 
After presenting matters thoroughly to 
individual members of the Association, the 
gentlemen were invited to appear before 
the Association and explain in detail the 
entire situation, which was carefully done. 
The result of all being that a material re­ 
duction has been made in the rate of freight 
on Eastern shipm ents by special train, aud 
by passenger train in carload lots from 
Sacramento, on green fruits. 
The redaction will average about $50 per 
car, but the new tariff is not yet issued. 
In the m atter of the orange business, 
Mr. P latt says that about two-thirds of the 
crop of California has been moved, and 
this in the face of the competition of Flor­ 
ida and M editerranean fruit. Probably 800 
cf.rloads rem ain iu Southern California and 
will find good m arket during the next three 
months. 
Before another season comes 
around it is hoped that Congress will have 
seen fit to adopt the proposed increased 
duly on Mediterranean oranges, which is 
alike necessary for the protection of Flor­ 
ida and California. Congressman McKenna 
has been very active in pushing foi word 
the claims ot these two great orange-pro­ 
ducing sections of the Uni ted States, and is 
succeeding well in impressing his views 
upon the committee, so that they have 
recommended an increase of about 50 per 
cent, in the duty. 
The entire crop of California this year 
will am ount to a little less than 1,000,000 
boxes, and that of Florida to about 3,000,000. 
The latter production is generally out of 
the way by the time that one-half of the 
California fruit is moved. The U nited 
States im port annually 
about 2,000,000 
boxes, m atin g a total consum ption of 
about 6.000,000. which will largely increase 
as population increases. 
“ Mr. Platt, on behalf the Board of Trade 
of Sacramento, has presented these and 
many other facts to the Pacific Coast dele­ 
gation in Congress, and confidently expects 
to see good results. California should be 
able in five years to show a production of 
2,000,000 boxes; aud at the present rate of 
planting. Northern California, or the citrus 
section north of Sacramento, should be 
able to ship a large part of this. 
It is. 
therefore, of the highest importance that 
proper efforts should be made in tim e to 
protect this vastly growing industry. 
Speaking of Southern California, Mr. 
Platt says there is no denying the fact that 
it is a very fine section of the State. 
He 
does not believe that there is any very 
large feeling in favor of a division of the 
State, and thinks it would b_- a very in ­ 
jurious policy to pursue. California.'as a 
whole, is tbe grandest State in tbe Union, 
and to divide it would be detrim ental in 
the highest degree. 
At the Citru3 Fair held in I.ts Angeles a 
week ago, the display of the W. R. Strong 
Company was very favorably commented 
upon by the local press, and a diploma was 
awarded by the committee. 
It was the 
third largest display exhibited, that of San 
Bernardino county being the first and I/is 
Angeles county second.

W ashington, March 24lh.—The reporte: the 
Majority ot the Senate t om m ittee on Privileges 
«:id Elections upon the Montana eleetior ease, 
was submitted to the Senate to day by Senator 
Sloar. 
The majority report gives at the oa'set the 
circum stances surrounding ties election o f Saun­ 
ders and Power by the Republican Legislature 
and of Magi unis and Clark by the Cor rt-house 
Legislature. 
This double chaos arose Irom the 
fact that the Slate senate was equally divided, 
and both sides claim ed a. Majority in th e House 
by reason of two sets of-Representatives of live 
each claim ing election from Silver Bow couutv. 
The case turned upon the question as to which 
o f these two sets was entitled to seats as Repre­ 
sentatives from Silver Bow county. The com ­ 
m ittee linds that the Republicans from Silver 
Bow county presented their credentials from the 
State Canvassing Board, and tne Democrats 
lrom the Clerk 01 silver llow county. 
Alter reviewing the antecedent legislation 
upon the subject of the election, the majority 
concludes that the territorial law providing 
that the County Clerk shall issue certificates of 
election to Representatives in the Legislature, 
was superseded by the ordinance of the Con­ 
stitutional Convention, which imposed that 
duty upon the -State Board of Canvassers, and 
holds that the Republicans were the ones that 
bore the lavrfui credentials. 
The whole inquiry then turns upon the hon­ 
esty and fairness of the election at Precinct 31 
in Silver Bow county. 
The majority thinks 
that the election held at Precinct 34 was, in 
fact, irregular, illegal and fraudulent; and that 
this appears from rec irds and from undisputed 
lacts furnished by Maginuis and Clark. 
These conclusions w ere drawn by the com­ 
m ittee mom the fact that the votes there were 
all cast in alphabetical order, showing oue- 
sidedness of the result in that precinct. 
The majority further says that the canvass of 
votes of the precinct was not public within the

The conclusion reached 
is that Saunders and Power are entitled to the 
seats. 
Hoar then reported four resolutions In the 
cases of the persons claim ing the seats as Sen­ 
ators from Montana, two declaring Clark and 
Maginnis not entitled to the seats, and the other 
two declaring Saunders and Power “entitled on

The resolutions lrom toe minority of the 
committee, making opposite declarations, were 
reported by Gray, and all wete ordered printed, 
Hoar giving notice that he would ask the Sen­ 
ate to consider them on Thursday.

Neither 
house nor the members thereof which met in 
Iron Hall and elected Saunders and Power, were 
ever recognized by the Governor, nor was their 
pretended elected of the Senators ever certified 
to by him. The evidence proved also that five 
persons who acted as members of the House of 
Representatives iu the Iron Hall Convention 
were not elected by the people of Silver Bow 
county, whom they claimed to represent. They 
only had certificates of election : the five mem­ 
bers really elected by the ¡>eople holding cer­ 
tificates also sat and voted in the legislature at 
the Court-house. 
The returns made by the Clerk on the 31st of 
October, 1881». by law and made by the Can­ 
vassing Board and Clerk on the 7th of Novem­ 
ber, 1839. both show very clearly that the five 
persons w h o acted in Iron H allas Representa­ 
tives were not elected by the people of Silver 
Bow county. 'I he Territorial Hoard of Can­ 
vassers on the 4lh of November, 1389 issued cer­ 
tificates to five persons not elected, by throwing 
out the vole of prerint 31, which had given a 
large majority to the Democratic candidate. 
This act of the Board was done without any 
right or authority. They had the full returns 
of the « tie vote o f the county before them, and 
being Republicans and anxious to serve their 
party in what they thought an emergency, they 
refused to count or canvass the real vote’ of the 
people, and certified to the election of five per­ 
sons not chosen, in hope and with the expecta­ 
tion that these spurious representatives might 
in some way vote for partisans of their own po­ 
litical faith as candidates for the United States 
Senate. 
Th majority report is signed by all the Repub­ 
lican members of the committee, and the m i­ 
nority by all the Democrats.

Washington, March 21th.—By a vote of five 
to one the House Committee 
on 
Coinage, 
Weights and Measures to-day authorized Chair­ 
m an Conger to report the Windom silver bill to 
the House with a number of amendments. 
The first is to section 5, which makes it the 
duty ol the Secretary of the Treasury to re’use 
to receive depo-lts of silver bullion" when the 
market price of silver shall exceed SI for 371.25 
grains of pure silver. The committee added tee 
following: “ Provided that when the market 
price ol silver, as determined in accordance 
with section 5 of Ibis act is Si for 371.25 grains 
O’' pure silver, it shall be lawful for the owner 
of any silver bullion, deposit of which for notes 
is herein provided for. to deposit the same at 
any coinage mint of the United States to be 
coined into standard s lver dollars for his ben­ 
efit, as provided in the Act of January 18, 1877.“ 
The next amendment strikes out section 6. 
w hich authorizes the Secretary to su-peud tem ­ 
porarily the receipt of silver bullion at any 
tim e when he is satisfied that through combina­ 
tions or speculative manipulations of the mar­ 
ket the pnce ol silver is arbitrary, nominal or 
fictitious. 
The next amendment is to that propised by 
the Secretary, adding a new section, which pro­ 
vides for stamping with the word “ foreign” 
the resultant bars of all foreign silver bullion or 
coins which are re-melted or refined. 
The next 
amendment was to section 11. 
w hich provid-s that nothing in the Act shall 
be construed to affect the legal tender quality 
o f the standard silver dollar. A minority re­ 
port on the bill will also be submitted.

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, March 21th —Iu the Senate to­ 
day numerous petitions were introduced, in­ 
cluding many protesting against the ratifica­ 
tion ot an extradition treaty with Russia. 
Mitchell presented a.petiiion from the citizens 
of Oregon protesting against the passage of the 
Pacific Railway funding bill, while Frye pre- 
semed numerous petitions of about 1,00b citi­ 
zens of Idaho aud Montana favoring the passage 
of that same bill. 
House hills were reported and placed on the 
calendar as follows: To insure the purity of 
elections in Arizona; to authorize Ogden, Utah 
to assume increased iudebtedu- ss. 
The senate bill ceding public lands to Cali­ 
fornia and other Slates in aid of the irrigation 
of dry and arid lands, was reported back from 
the Committee on Public Lands adversely and 
indefinitely postponed. 
Several petitions against the ratification of the 
extradition treaty with Russia having been pre­ 
sented, Hoar said he would once more raise the 
questiou as to their presentation in open ses­ 
sion. A ter some debate the point of order was 
withdrawn for the lim e being. 
sherman'e anti-trust bill was taxen up aud 
Tarpie discussed the constitutional points. 
George opnosed the amendment offered by 
Reagan. 
Teller said he was inclined to vote for the bill, 
although he was notsangum cof its accomplish­ 
ing the purpose tor which it was intended, for 
the Slates took hold of the question aud sup­ 
pressed those trusts, by lim iting the amount of 
capital that can be aggregated in any corpora 
tion, and the trouole would continue. The hill, 
he said, would apply to the Farmers' Alliance 
and the National Farmers' League, which or­ 
ganized with the avowed purpose of increasing 
the prices of farm produce, a thing he regarded 
as most desirable and as absolutely essential to 
the prosperity of the country. ' He was ex ­ 
tremely anxious to take hold of and control 
those great trusts aud combinations of capital 
that were disturbing the commerce of the coun 
try. He old not want, however, to go to the ex ­ 
rent of interfering with organizations which he 
thought were absolutely justified by the remark­ 
able condition of things in the country. 
George referred to the Knights of Labor as an­ 
other organization tnat would come withiu the 
srope of the hill, because the object of the Order 
was to increase their wages and consequently 
added to the increase of the cost of production 
Sherman replied that the Standard Oil Com 
party had been originally organized with the 
modest capital of gzno.txio, hut there were forty 
or.0 fly compauies in other States combined 
with it. He had becu in htvor of a general law 
declaring certain contracts null and void, but 
had modified the proposition to meet the views 
ot others who thought he was going too far,and 
now flie objection to the bill was bs weakness, 
but it w asw eakntss drawn into the bill by ob­ 
jections made in the Senate. 
Vest aud Hiscock spoke against the bill, which 
went over till to-morrow without action. The 
executive-sees ion then adjourned. 
Teller admitted that the Knights of Labor 
and all Trade 1 uions iu the country were prac 
tically included in the hill, and suggested to the 
c umiitiee which reported It, whete It could be 
so worded as to confine it to trusts which were 
offensive to good morals. The discussion was 
then on the amendments by Ingalls (aimed at 
dealings iu “futures’ and “options’’). 
Sherman opposed it as not in harmonv with 
the bill, as proposing a lax which cotlid not 
originate in the Senate), aud as not having been 
considered by the committee. 
He also opposed 
Reagan's amendment. 
Stewart said the bill was unconstitutional. 
Hoar criticis-d the bill in some of its legRl as 
pects and claimed tt at it failed to afford any 
adequate remedy. 
Sherman said if the dutv on cotton clothes or 
woolen clothes was loo low to protect the man­ 
ufacturers ol Massachusetts, not a month nor a 
day would he allowed to pass before Hoar would 
demand a remedy in the way ot raising the 
duty. 
Here was a reme.lv tor’a greater wrong 
than any that resulted lrom a low tariff’, and 
the farmer»' association* throughout the coun 
try could not see the source of the evil, but they 
demanded a remedy aud this demand had to 
be heard. The power o ft ongress was the only 
low er that could deal with those corjorations.

San FrantVsco, March 24th.—To-day the con­ 
dition ot affairs became a little more spirited. 
At the Fnltoa Foundry tour molders went to 
work and the proprietors were correspondingly 
elated. At the rooms of the Executive Commit­ 
tee tbcun ion m en did not seem downhearted, 
aud langlied over the jubilation the Foundry- 
men’s Association was having. They admitted 
that the doors of the Fulton Foundry had been 
opeDed this morning to receive four men, who 
had been placed at work in the molders' room, 
but they denied that the men were molders. 
ODe member gave the following as the union’s 
version of the case : “The men you refer to are 
not molders aud never were molders 
They 
were imported lrom the East iu the crowd that 
arrived last week and promptly came over to 
our side. When we found that they were labo'- 
ere who knew nothing of the trade, we refused 
to support them any longer. They then tried to 
threaten us by sayiDg they would return to the 
Ful tin Foundry and go to work, and we did not 
try to persuade them uot to do so. 
As long as 
the Fulton cannot get better workmen than 
they are we are not afraid, as it would take just 
about one hundred of them to do au appren­ 
tice's work.” 
President Valentine of the Union has re­ 
ceived a dispatch Irom one of the Eastern 
molders who was sent back East that there is 
another lot of men ou their way out here. Asa 
consequence the pickets have been doubled, and 
no opportunity will be lost to see the men be­ 
fore ihe Foundrymen’s Association gets them 
within the founderies. The Executive Commit­ 
tee believes, h >wever, that the men w ill be 
brought out here two or three at a lim e, and iu 
that manner w ill escape the pickets and the 
Unions along the line of the railroad. 
Indorsements of the stiike from unions on 
this coast aud in the East continue to be re­ 
ceived. By this evening’s mail President Val­ 
entine will"send to President Fitzgerald of the 
International. Iron-Moiders’ Un on, the first 
pay-roll of the striking molder». It w ill contain 
the names of about 150 men who arer receiving 
the i~ a week allowed by the International 
Union w hile the strike is in progress. In addi­ 
tion to S3 a week received from the local union, 
this makes S10 a week paid each man on strike. 


H EA D L ESS GHOST. 


T h e F ig u re o f a M u rd ered W om an is 
H a u n tin g th e T ow n o f B ea d in g . 
Reading, (Pa.), March 24th —The headless 
ghost of a murdered wife is creating intense ex ­ 
citement in this city. A few weeks ago a jeal­ 
ous husband, Harry Lebo, called his wife to the 
back gate of her father’s house aud shot her 
dead. 
Her father died ou the spot from fright, 
and the husband escaped and shot himself. 
According to statements of residents in the 
vicinity, the wife’s spirit has come back to 
earth, and is now haunting t he spot of her cruel 
murder. William Rupport. his wife and two 
grown sous live oppo-ite the scene of the 
tragedy. Mrs. Kupi>ort is a plain, matter-of-fact 
woman, and this is her account of what she saw 
on Friday n igh t: 
“I was in bed and dozing at the time. Sud­ 
denly I heard groans, as if some one was in 
great pain out in tfre street. 1 arose, thinking 
it m ight he some one in distress. 
“It was a bright moonlight night. I looked 
across the way to the 6pot where Harry shot his 
wife, aud there I saw the figure o a woman 
near the gate. The figure had no bead. 
“ All the while the groans continued. Filled 
with horror I again looked at the figure. 
I was 
sure it looked like the form of the murdered 
woman. 
I closed the window and dropped into 
convulsions, which lasted two hours.’’ 
Mrs. Kupport was corroborated by her hus­ 
band, their son Oscar, aged 17, and another 
older son. The ghost business is the entire talk 
of the people in the neighborhood.
